Dr  Kurt  H.  Debus,  Director  of 
the  Kennedy  Space  Center,  came 
in  and  sat  next  to  Dr.  Mueller.  He 
too,  appeared  calm  about  the  laun- 
ch and  joked  with  Dr.  Mueller 
about  the  weather. 


The  United  States  plans  to  have 
four  men  orbiting  the  earth  by 
late  Sunday  morning. 

LAST  SATURDAY  Gemini  VII 
rocketed  astronauts  F rank  Borman 
and  James  A.  Lovell,  Jr.  into  orbit 
in  the  most  perfect  launch  that  has 
been  made  from  Cape  Kennedy. 
The  effort  to  rebuild  pad  19  and  as- 
semble Gemini  VI  has  been  equal- 
ly as  smooth. 

With  the  complexity  of  assembl- 
ing and  launching  a huge  109-foot- 
tall  340,000  pound  rocket  with  two 
men  located  in  the  nose  cone,  it 
is  hard  to  imagine  that  any  hum- 
an being  could  have  the  capacity 
to  understand  and  coordinate  such 
an  effort. 

IN  VISITING  the  facilities  at  the 
John  F.  Kennedy  Space  Center  and 
meeting  and  talking  to  the  people 
who  work  there,  one  becomes 
aware  that  real  “down  to  earth 
men  are  overcoming  the  barriers 
and  unlocking  the  secrets  of  space. 

The  scientists  and  astronauts 
who  live  and  sleep  rocketry  are 
really  not  much  different  from  the 
rest  of  us. 

LAST  FRIDAY  evening  I ate  din- 
ner across  the  table  from  Dr.  Geo- 
rge E.  Mueller,  Associate  Admin- 
istrator for  Manned  Space  Flight, 
NASA,  and  was  impressed  by  his 
calmness.  The  next  day  a rocket 
would  send  two  men  over  100  miles 
into  space  traveling  over  17,000 
miles  per  hours  around  the  earth, 
and  Dr.  Mueller  shouldered  much 
of  the  responsibility  for  their  lives. 
However,  Dr.  Mueller,  because  of 
the  precision  of  checkouts  and  qua- 
lity of  workmanship  that  was  in- 
volved in  building  the  rocket,  was 
seemingly  unconcerned  about  to- 
morrow's launch  and  talked  much 
about  the  Apollo  flights  and  be- 
yond.

A rocket  could  be  bent  in 
half  if  air  masses  were  crossing 
each  other  with  great  speed.

I was  impressed  that  a scientist 
with  such  a vast  knowledge  of  roc- 
kets and  space  would  have  the  pat- 
ience and  flexibility  to  talk  in  lay- 
man terms  about  some  of  the  less 
complex  problems  of  launching  a 
manned  space  craft.

‘Only  There  Were  Two’ . 


Love  Of  Church  Depicted  Says  Critic 


by  Dr.  Clinton  F.  Larson 


The  BYU  Arena  Theatre  opened 
Wednesday  with  the  premiere  of 
Ronald  Dailey’s  “Only  There  Were 
Two,’’  a play  about  the  settling  of 
Overton,  Nevada,  in  the  1860’s  and 
1870’s.  It  is  a tender  expression  of 
Mr.  Dailey’s  love  for  the  Church 
and  an  honest,  sustained  vehicle 
for  the  theatre.  Its  existence  sug- 
gests that  Mormon  lore  offers  the 
basis  for  many  and  varied  works 
of  art  with  insight  and  meaning. 

THE  MATURITY  of  the  play’s 
writing  suggests  new  and  serious 
beginnings  in  the  area  of  Mormon 
1 contributions  to  the  arts  which  can 
now  be  undertaken. 

Daniel  Stark,  played  by  David 
Larsen,  and  Estler  Stark,  his  wife, 
played  by  Joyce  Tarrier,  face  the 
many  problems  of  trying  to  settle 
in  the  Nevada  wasteland.  Daniel 
feels  confident  that  Overton  is  his 
home  not  only  because  Brigham 
Young  has  sent  him  to  help  colon- 
ize the  area  but  because  through 
his  pioneernig  experience  in  it  he 
has  caught  up  the  significant 
thread  of  his  life.  But  the  elements 
seem  to  conspire  against  him.

Moreover,  Daniel’s  musical  abil- 
ity lies  hauntingly  dormant  because 
he  must  devote  all  his  energies  to 
the  land.  His  family  and  friends 
seem  to  find  every  reason  imagin- 
able why  he  should  leave;  Brigham 
Young  himself  grants  permission. 
But  Daniel  will  not  leave. 

THE  CLIMAX,  which  lies  even 
beyond  this  point,  reduces,  hum- 
bles, and  nearly  breaks  Daniel’s 
will.  The  play  becomes  a moving 
study  in  Mormon  faith  and  resolu- 
tion as  even  Esther  assails  Daniel’s 
position. 

David  Larsen  and  Joyce  Tarrier 
sustain  the  emotional 


skillfully 

pitch  that  their  roles  demand.  Dir- 
ector Charles  Metten  has  shaped 
the  play  so  that  the  action  is,  for 
them,  always  genuinely  relevant. 
The  audience  thereby  keenly  senses 
the  mounting  drama  of  the  per- 
plexities in  which  Daniel  and  Esth- 
er find  themselves. 

COLETTE  ANDERSON,  as  their 
daughter,  has  excellent,  believable 
range,  occasionally  acting  as 


to  leave.  The  Starks  are  alone; 
hence,  “Only  There  Were  Two.” 

THE  PRODUCTION  is  honestly, 
believably,  and  refreshingly  Mor- 
mon. The  furnishings  of  the  Stark’s 
home  are  authentic;  the  lighting 
and  sound  techniques  are  nicely  ap- 
propriate. 

Dr.  Charles  Metten’s  directing  is 
careful,  fluid,  and  complete;  thro- 
ugh it  the  audience  comes  to  be- 
lieve the  thesis  of  Mormon  stoic- 
ism: a spirituality  so  disciplined 
that  it  seeks  the  crucible  in  which 
it  may  be  fairly  tested,  exhibiting 
an  independence  irrespective,  even, 
of  Church  authority,  like  a personal 
witness  of  the  divinity  of  Christ. 

DR.  METTEN  keeps  Dailey’s 
lines  surging  toward  this  objective 
as  the  movements  of  the  actors 
complement  them.  As  Daniel  says: 
“This  isn’t  President  Young’s  pro- 
blem. It  is  the  will  of  God  that 
sent  us  here!”

Special  Grant 

Lynn  E.  Gardner,  instructor  in 
mathematics  at  Brigham  Young 
University,  has  been  awarded  a 
1966-67  Danforth  Teacher  Grant  for 
advanced  study,  one  of  the  most 
prestigious  of  all  academic  awards. 

Mr.  Gardner  will  receive  $6,000 
plus  tuition  and  fees  to  study  at 
Cornell  University,  New  York,  be- 
ginning in  September,  1966. 

Grants  were  awarded  this  year 
by  the  Danforth  Foundation  to  50 
faculty  members  from  colleges  and 
universities  across  the  country. 
They  were  chosen  from  435  nomi- 
nations provided  by  the  deans  of 
their  colleges. 

Selection  was  based  on  academ- 
ic ability,  personal  qualities,  prom- 
ising success  in  teaching,  and  re- 
ligious commitment  and  inquiring 
in  the  candidate’s  own  faith. 

The  program  was  established  in 
1954  to  enable  men  and  women  al- 
ready serving  as  full-time  faculty 
members  to  complete  programs  of 
graduate  study.  The  award  pro- 
vides for  a calendar  year  of  study 
at  a school  of  the  candidate’s 
choice.

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Boy  Shoots;  Kills  Sister 


Philadelphia,  Dec.  6 (AP)  —Gre- 
gory G.  Mike,  8,  accused  of  the 
fatal  shooting  of  his  9-year-old  sis- 
ter, was  released  today  in  the  cus- 
tody of  his  parents. 

Judge  Charles  Wright  of  juve- 
nile court,  in  releasing  the  boy  to 
his  parents,  said  he  had  not  decid- 
ed how  to  dispose  of  the  case.  He 
scheduled  another  hearing  for  Dec. 


The  boy,  only  42  inches  tall,  could 
barely  see  above  the  bar  of  the 
court.  He  held  a toy  plastic  soldier 
in  his  hand  and  seemed  unaware 
that  the  proceedings  involved  him. 

Gregory,  a second-grader,  is  ac- 
cused of  the  shooting  of  his  sister, 
Sandra,  in  their  home  last  Satur- 
day. The  weapon  was  a .32  caliber 
pistol  belonging  to  the  father, 
Walter. 

Police  said  Sandra  was  lying  on 
her  parents’  bed  and  the  boy  took 
the  pistol  from  the  night  table. 
Sandra  was  struck  by  two  bullets. 

Detective  Walter  Handel  of  the 


homicide  squad  testified  today  that 
Gregory  had  shot  and  killed  his 
sister  and  had  been  charged  with 
homicide.  The  boy  had  been  held 
in  the  youth  study  center  since 
Saturday.
